Linowes envisages a time 
when it might be possible for 
bureaucrats to push a computer 
button and learn all there is to 
know about an individual's 
private affairs. 

THE CONCERN, which is 
beginning to stir public interest, 
is over the facility with which 
highly confidential information 
might fall into the wrong hands.

Shoplifting in Antioch has. become a serious 1 problem, 
according to a survey of 170 sixth graders at Antioch Upper 
Grade School. , 

Thirty-six percent- admitted they had already stolen . 
something from a store/About 30 percent of these students 
had been! caught either by the. store, the police: or their 
parents, •:': .,'7; '■'.''.' ' .■■■"'■'■". ""•''. ■**., 

A surprising 63 percent of all the students questioned said 
they have been" with someone who was shoplifting. 

In response to this survey, a guidance unit was. taught 
under the direction of a teacher, Mr. David Booth. Students 
viewed a movie, received pamphlets, attended a lecture and 
participated, in discussions on the reality and morality of 
shoplifting. 

The immorality of stealing was stressed, as was detection 
and prevention procedures initiated by the stores. The role of 
the police and the courts was also discussed, emphasizing the 
stiff penalties for shoplifting. ; -~ 

Nationally 65 to 70 percent of all shoplifting is done by those 
under 18 years of age, at the rate of $10 m illion dollars a day. 

The Upper Grade School is trying to educate its students in 
regard to the immorality of the crime. But parents who 
become aware that their children are shoplifting can do more 
- they can impose strict discipline. And the stricter the better. '
